The  FCC  now  requires  applicants  to  show  their  original 
Amateur  license  to  the  VEC,  As  in  the  past,  a  copy  of 
your  license  must  be  attached  to  your  FCC  form  610.

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ERA  PROPOSES  RF 
EXPOSURE  LIMITS 

From  the  ARRL  Letter,  July  7,  1986 


The  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
has  proposed  to  limit  public  exposure  to  RF 
.radiation  from  communications. 

The  Agency  noted  that  presently  there 
are  no  federal  standards  limiting  public  expo¬ 
sure  to  RF  radiation,  and  biological  effects 
have  beers  observed  In  laboratory  animals 
exposed  to  RF  radiation  in  experiments. 

The  EPA  proposes  four  alternatives  for 
controlling  public  exposure  to  radio  frequen¬ 
cy  energy.  'What  will  eventually  emerge  from 
the  process  will  be  guidelines  for  the  other 
federal  agencies.  The  Federal  Communica¬ 
tions.  Commission,  at  its  discretion,  may 
apply  the  guidelines  to  its  licensees. 

Two  of  the  EPA  alternatives  are  much 
stricter  than  the  ANSI  standard  C.95. 1-1982 
(which  sets  limits  of  energy  at  100  milliwatts 
per  square  centimeter  at  0.3  to  3  MHz,  drop¬ 
ping  to  1  milliwatt  per  square  centimeter  at 
30-300  MHz,  then  rising  slightly  to  5  milli¬ 
watts  per  square  centimeter  at  frequencies 
above  15  GHz). 

The  EPA  makes  the  matter  more  confu¬ 
sing  for  laymen  by  using  different  referen¬ 
ces,  It  talks  of  whole-body  average  specific 
absorption  rates  or  SARs,  expressed  in  watts 
per  kilogram  of  body  mass  (W/kg)  for  fre¬ 
quencies  above  3  MHz! 

For  frequencies  below  that,  a  different 
kind  of  standard  is  used,  placing  separate 
limits  on  the  electric  field  and  magnetic 
field  intensities. 

The  tightest  guideline  would  have  an 
SAR  of  0.04  W/kg  above  3  MHz,  with  the 
electric  field  intensity  at  87  volts  per  meter 
(V/m)  and  magnetic  field  intensity  at  0,23 
amperes  per  meter  (A/ra),  This  guideline  is 
said  to  be  similar  to  that  imposed  in  Port¬ 
land,  Oregon.  It  would  cost  the  broadcast 
industry  about  $34,000,000  to  comply  with 
this  guideline,  EPA  says. 

The  next  level  would  have  SARs  of  0.08 
W/kg,  electric  field  of  275  V/m  and  magnetic 
field  of  0.73  A/m.  The  cost  to  the  industry 
would  be  $22,700,000. 

The  third  level  would  have  SARs  of  0,4 
W/kg,  electric  field  at :  614  V/m  and  magnetic 
field  of  1.63  A/m.  Broadcasters  compliance 
costs  would  drop  to  $12, '400,000.  This  level  is 
said  to  be  equivalent  to  the  'ANSI  standard. 
The  fourth  option  is  '  nonregulatory: 
public  awareness  programs  to  distribute 


information  on  health,  effects  and  environ¬ 
mental  measurements,  and  providing  techni¬ 
cal  assistance  to  states  and  federal 

agencies. 

Since  the  actual  proposal  Vets  not 
available  at  press  time,  it's  unknown 
whether  the  proposal  will  affect  radio  Ama¬ 
teurs  or  even  what  the  Docket  .number  is 
for  filing  comments. 

The  ARRL  will  lean  heavily  on  its  vol¬ 
unteer  panel  of  experts,  the  Committee  on 
the  Biologic!  Effects  of  RF  Energy,  for 
advice  on  what  our  position  should  be.  Stay 
tuned  for  further  Information,

■Predictions

After  reviewing  the  June  data,  it  is 
plain  to  see  that  June  was  a  month  to  be 
fishing  for  bass  -  not  DX. 

The  solar  radio  flux  declined  to  an. 
average  of  67,  This  means  that  June  1986 
had  the  lowest  radio  flux  average  since  July 
1976,  which  also  had  an  average  of  67.  Ten 
months  earlier,  in  September  1975,  an  aver¬ 
age  of  68  was  recorded. 

These  dates  are  Interesting  because  10 
to  11  years,  the  average  sunspot  cycle, 
length,  separates  them. 

Mow,  if  September,  1975,  is,  correlated 
to  June,  1386,  and  if  history  repeats  itself, 
July  1976  will  correlate  to  May  1987.  This 
means  we  are  in  the  bottom  of  the  present 
sunspot  cycle.  However,  again,  if  history- 
repeats  itself,  and  it’s  doing  so  predictably 
well,  we  should  see  a  sudden  rise  in  propa¬ 
gation  reliability  this  fall  before  it  oscil¬ 
lates  to  the  bottom  in  early-  to  mid-4987. 

In  an  earlier  article,  1  predicted  Feb¬ 
ruary  1987  as  the  cycle  bottom,  and.  Til 
stick  to  it,  Here’s  the  opinion  of  the  fore¬ 
casters  at  the  Space  Environment  Services 
Center  in  Boulder,  Colorado; 

"The  predicted  time  of  the  next  solar 
minimum  is  based  on  the  lengths  of  previous 
sunspot  cycles.  Cycle  lengths  over  the  last 
136  years  appear  to  fall  into  a  bimodal  dis¬ 
tribution  of  about  123  and  140  months.  Mo 
objective  methods  are  available  for  deter¬ 
mining  the  length  of  the  current  cycle  (21), 
so  the  forecasters  conservatively  chose  an 
average  length  of  133  months  {minumum  to 
minumum).  Using  this  value,  the  minimum 
smoothed  mean  monthly  sunspot  number  for 
the  current  cycle  (21)  should  occur  in  July 
1987.  A  cycle  length  of  140  months  would 
result  in  a  minimum  sunspot  number  in  Feb¬ 
ruary  1988. 


"The  predicted  time  of  the  next  solar 
minimum  is  based  on  the  average  time  be- 
tween  minimum  and  maximum*  which  is  about 
four  years.  Even-numbered  sunspot  cycles 
appear  !! 'flat- topped,"  which  means  that  the 
precise  time  of  maximum  is  relatively  mean¬ 
ingless,  The  forecasters  predict  that  the 
maximum  smoothed  mean  monthly  sunspot 
number  of  the  next  sunspot  cycle  (22)  will  be 
reached  in  mid- 1991.  Sunspot  numbers  may  be 
close  to  the  maximum  values  for  two  years 
or  more." 

In  the  forecasters'  opinion,  the  next 
cycle  (22)  will  be  somewhat  below  average  in 
magnitude*  but  will  not  be  an  unusually 
"small'’  cycle. 

The  forecast  for  the  next  several 
months  will  be  almost  identical  to  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1976  -  bad  and  difficult  to  differen¬ 
tial  e  from  good  and  bad  days.

Q.  How’s  the  Volunteer  Examiner  Pro¬ 
gram  doing? 

A.  With  volunteer  Amateurs  giving 
exams  in  place  of  budget  restrained  FCC 
examiners,  the  VEP  not  only  offers  conven¬ 
ience  to  the  candidates,  but  also  ensures  li¬ 
censed  Amateur  Radio  a  secure  future.  In 
short,  the  VEP  is  a  great  success  and  is 
keeping  up  with  the  high  volume  of  exams. 

During  1985,  the  first  complete  year  of 
the  VEP,  exams  were  given  to  25,535'  candi¬ 
dates  at  1,900  sessions  by  1,000  VE  teams  in 
all  50  states,  plus  Japan,  Guam,  West  Ger¬ 
many,  Kwajalein  Island,  Iceland,  Panama,  and 
Saudi  Arabia, 

The  Technician  Class  is  the  most 
popular  exam,  with  5,653  licenses  issued. 


The  A  R  R  L  VEC  handled  62%  of  the 
exams  and  the  other  dozen  YECs  admini¬ 
stered  the  remainder. 

Both  multiple  choice  questions,  which 
help  to  standardize  testing,  and  the  A R RI¬ 
VE  C  accreditation  procedure,  that  can  uni¬ 
formly  train  examiners,  are  now  used  by 
most  VECs. 

Imagine'  giving  300  exam*  at  the  Day- 
ton  Hamfest,  for  example,  and  you’ll  know 
why  my  hat  is  off  to  all  those  hard-working 
volunteer  examiners  who  make  the  VEP  a 
success.

0,  What's  the  delay  on  the  Field 
Resources  Directory? 

A,  The  ARRL  Field  Resources  Direc¬ 
tory.  nicknamed  FReD,  has  been  promoted 
since  November,  1985,  as  a  great  reference 
listing  of  all  of  the  League  Official  appoin¬ 
tees  and  leaders,  but  unfortunately  it  is  not 
yet  in  print.  4 

Such  a  directory  will  provide  &  con¬ 
venient  list  of  volunteers  for  obtaining  solu¬ 
tions  to  Amateur  Radio  problems  or  getting 
advice  from  local  section  specialists. 

In  January,  1986,  ARRL  Board  Mem¬ 
bers  found  enough  errors  in  the  draft  copy 
that  they  required  information  to  be  veri¬ 
fied,  Meanwhile,  the  printing  production 
schedule  shifted,  to  a  period  for  the  Hand¬ 
book,  FCC  Rule  Book,  and  a  License  Man¬ 
ual.  But  there'll  soon  be  a  two-week  win- 
dew  in  the  schedule  to  get  FReD  typeset  in 
its  final  form. 

Since  the  data  keeps  changing,  let’s 
hope  all  goes  well  so  the  fresh  and  accurate 
first  printing  of  FReD  will  be  out  by 
August.

The  Assistant  Technical  Coordinator  CATC)  program  is 
flourishing  in  Hi  scon  sir,  and  leading  nationwide  with  20 
hard-working  ATCs. 

The  news  of  the  ATC  program  success  is  spreading,  but 
there  are  still  folks  who  haven't  heard,  so  they  gather 
their  technical  questions  and  send  letters  to  the  ARRL 
Headquarters  Technical  Department.  The  Headquarters 
staff  answers  tons  of  letters,  giving  technical  advice 
and  solving  problems. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  ATC  program,  the  League  can 
now  forward  a  few  of  those  general  inquiries  back  to 
neighborhood  ATCs.  The  ATCs,  in  turn,  get  in  touch  with 
the  letter  writers  and  try  to  answer  questions,  provide 
clarification,  or  make  later  follow-ups.  The  ATC 
program  aids  technical  flounders,  frustrated  by  working 
alone  or  missing  a  piece  to  their  electronic  puzzle,  to 
find  the  specific  and  timely  information  they  need. 

It  cuts  the  letter  backlog  and  puts  people  into  direct 
communications  with  each  other.  By  talking  with  an  ATC 
on  the  telephone,  for  example,  solution  seekers  car.  ask 
questions  until  the  sparks  of  ideas  appear  or  a 
solution  unfolds. 

Most  ATCs  are  typical  Amateurs  with  good  technical 
knowledge  and  a  willingness  to  help  others.  In  fact, 
some  have  been  solving  technical  probless  for  others 
long  before  being  appointed  as  ATCs.  A  few  ATCs  are 
specialists:;  repeater  technicians,  .license-class-' 


instructors,  knowledgeable  professionals,  or  skilled  A  BOUSUET  TO  K96SF 

experimenters.  They  don't  have  trouble  answering 
questions  like  "Co  you  have  any  inforaation  on  a  3C24  3442  Surrey  Lane 

..tube?  Hhat  are  the  eleeent  lengths  of  a  uultiband  beam?  Falls  Church  Vft  22042 


Hbat  type  of  wire  can  1  use  for  a  dipole?"  They  can 
also  adequately  handle  local  RF1  problems  by  making  a 
personal  visit. 

One  Bisconsin  Aaateur,  naaed  Barren,  was  concerned 
about  his  bea®  antenna  problea.  He  bought  four  full- 
sized  beass  for  2,  10,  35,  and  20  seters  and  carefully 
followed  the  installation  instructions,  but  found  high 
3BR  on  15  -asters.  Despite  a  nuaber  of  long  distance 
phone  calls  to  the  manufacturer's  service 
representative,  none  of  the  suggestions  helped,  tlonths 
passed  by.  Then  Barren  heard  of  the  ATC  progras,  Bade 
one  local  phone  call  to  sse,  and  asked  for  help.  His 
request  was  iiaediately  referred  to  our  local  ATCs. 

Mi  thin  a  few  days,  eight  ATCs  phoned  Warren  to  get  oore 
facts  and  provide  suggestions.  Seme  even  wrote  out 
their  solutions  and  sent  followup  letters,  while  other 
ATCs  offered  to  reinstall  the  beais  properly. 

The  cure  was  to  aount  the  2-seter  beas  on  top  of  the 
stack,  not  between  the  10-  and  15-aeter  beass,  as  the 
sanufacturer  had  incorrectly  recoseended. 

The  nuaerous  suggestions  overshelaed  Barren  with  useful 
solutions.  As  Warren  writes,  in  his  thank-you  letter. 
“I  iasediately  got  calls  giving  suggestions  ifroa  the 
ATCs)  on  how  to  correct  sv  problea.*  After  asking  the 
corrections,  ay  SWR  went  right  down  to  1:1  and  all 
antennas  are  working  properly.  Your  prospt  reply  in 
this  natter  was  greatly  appreciated.  Thanks  again." 

So  whether  you're  an  experienced  Aaateur  or  studying  to 
becose  an  Aaateur,  it's  cosforting  to  know  that  our 
local  ATCs  are  available  for  guidance  and  technical 
assistance  when  you  need  help.

H.A.P.R  HEETIN6  NOTES 

As  promised,  the  W.fi.P.R.  meeting  held  at  the  1986 
South  Milwaukee  Swapfest  enacted  several  changes  that 
will  affect  all  packet  operations,  to  some  extent,  in 
the  state. 

The  nesting  was  called  to  order  by  Save  Boede  - 
IffiSESH  at  1:12  p.m,  Other  members  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  present  were  Gary  Gilbertson  -  N89SDA  and 
Jack  Sides  -  WB9YLR.  46  persons  were  in  attendance. 

Gary  reported  that  there  are  currently  88  members  of 
N.A.P.R,  with  $4,50  of  the  seven  dollar  annual  dues 
covering  costs  of  newsletter  inclusion  in  Badger  State 
Smoke  Signals.  Sfith  other  incidental  costs  subtracted, 
the  balance  of  the  treasury  stands  at  $214.50.  There  is 
a  planned  annual  increase  to  $5.00  per  subscription  for 
BSSS  this  fall  which  will  reduce  growth  of  the 
treasury. 

fi  general  discussion,  brought  up  from  the  floor, 
followed  the  treasurer’s  report  pertaining  to  a  dues 
membership  increase.  The  general  consensus  by  the  Ber¬ 
bers  present  -  to  increase  dues  from  seven  dollars  to 
ten  dollars  annually,  fin  increase  to  ten  dollars  would 
not  tax  members  pocketbooks,  would  cover  all  forseeable 
expenses  of  the  organization  for  several  years  to  cose 
and,  most  important,  provide  funds  that  can  be  used  to 
establish  and/or  subsidize  dependable,  digipeater  net¬ 
works  within  the  state.  A  action  was  made  from  the 
floor  that  annual  dues  be  raised  to  ten  dollars.  The 
sot ion  passed. 

Dave  announced  that  his  tenure  on  the  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  was  due  to  expire  prior  to  the  next  meeting  and 
that  an  election  was  in  order,  ft  sot ion  from  the  floor 
nominated  Dave  to  another  term,  ft  second  motion  nomi¬ 
nated  Roy  -  HA9KEC  with  a  motion  to  close  nominations 
quickly  following,  fts  Roy  cited  he  could  not  accept  ths 
nomination  due  to  time  constraints,  Dave  was  re-elected 
to  another  term. 

Dave  also  announced  that  he  would  be  unable  to  con¬ 
tinue  editing  materials  for  the  newsletter  “The  Wiscon¬ 
sin  Racketeer'.  He  has  been  doing  this  work  for  over  a 
year  and  it  was  time  someone  else  took  up  the  reins.  He 
thanked  all  the  individuals  that  had  submitted  articles 
and  urged  that  submissions  to  the  newsletter  be  in¬ 
creased  in  order  to  keep  the  information  flowing.  He 
nominated  Steve  -  H89ZRE  to  edit  the  newsletter.  The 
nomination  passed. 

fi  new  digipeater  -  HB9HFT  is  operating  in  Chippewa 
Falls  and  provides  a  path  fros  Eau  Claire  to  Rochester, 
Minnesota.  It  was  hoped  that  this  digipeater  would 
provide  a  link  thru  to  the  eastern  part  of  Wisconsin, 
but,  at  this  time,  the  digipeater  can  only  be  reached 
during  band  openings,  fi  discussion  fros  the  floor  pro¬ 
posed  that  M.ft.P.R.  develop  a  reliable  path  to  Minneso¬ 
ta,  sponsoring  digipeaters  in  critical  path  areas  such 
as  to  the  western  parts  of  Wisconsin.  Mith  the  increase 
in  dues,  the  organization  could  assist  establishing  two 
digipeaters  a  year  within  the  state.  The  Board  of 
Directors  will  consider  the  proposal  and  give  priority 
to  critical  path  areas,  Members  should  subsit  their 
suggestions  to  the  H.A.P.R.  mailing  .address. 


Gary  reported  that  H89SDA-1  in  Brownsville  was  set  up 
to  provide  long  distance  digipeating  for  east-central 
Wisconsin.  The  equipment  is  all  privately  owned  and  he 
is  supplying  funding  for  its  operation,  In  cases  simi¬ 
lar  to  his,  W.A.P.R.  funding  is  unoessesary  and  should 
be  considered  only  for  areas  that  would  not  have  reli¬ 
able  paths  unless  funding  sere  received. 

Dave  reported  that  only  one  frequency  proposal  had 
been  submitted  for  consideration.  The  four  page  outline 
was  submitted  by  Jack  -  HB9YLR  and  takes  into  con¬ 
sideration  the  plans  adopted  by  Illinois  and  Michigan. 
Discussion  on  the  plan  lasted  sore  than  two  and  a  half 
hours.  There  was  considerable  input  and  clarifications 
from  the  members  and  the  plan  was  adopted  on  a  trial 
basis  lasting  one  year.  Any  consents  or  proposed 
changes  to  the  plan  should  be  sent  to  the  H.A.P.R. 
sailing  address  for  consideration.  The  adopted  plan  is 
fluid  and  changes  may  be  made  during  the  trial  basis. 
The  plan  reads: 

WISCONSIN  PROPOSAL 

“The  proposal  for  a  Wisconsin  Packet  Radio  Frequency 
Plan  is.  one  of  great  similarity  to  Illinois  and 
Michigan.  Me  propose  that  a  network  of  LANs  (Local  Area 
Networks)  be  established  in  the  state,  with  145,010 
designated  for  Inter-LAN  and  Mail  Forwarding  between 
BBSs. 

fi  LAN  is  defined  as  a  self-serving  network  of  sta¬ 
tions  located  in  the  same  general  area,  served  by  a 
single  digipeater  with  limited  height  and  power  neces¬ 
sary  to  adequately  serve  the  packet  stations  in  the 
designated  area,  bach  LAN  wixi  also  have  a  single  MCLRI 
type  BBS  assessable  by  all  stations  located  in  the  LAN. 
This  type  BBS  would  operate  on  145.010,  regardless  of 
the  LAN's  normal  frequency.  Only  stations  located 
within  the  LAN  would  be  allowed  to  access  this  BBS.  For 
Intra-LAN  message  handling,  another  BBS  or  NSQ  (Message 
Storage  Operation)  should  be  established  on  the  LAN 
frequency.  This  LAN  BBS  need  not  handle  auto-forwarding 
of  traffic,  and  would  be  established  only  for  use  of 
that  LAN’s  menders.  In  other  words,  messages  to  sta¬ 
tions  within  a  LAN  would  be  handled  on  the  LAN  frequen¬ 
cy  by  the  LAN  BBS,  and  messages  targeted  to  stations 
outside  tne  lAN  would  be  handled  by  the  BB'd  on  145.010. 
Additionally,  any  real-time  communications  outside  the 
LAM  (with  the  exception  of  non-digipsated  packet  sim¬ 
plex)  would  take  place  on  145,010. 

To  better  illustrate  this  plan,  the  following  example 
shows  what  a  typical  LAN  would  look  like: 

Consider  the  greater  Milwaukee  area  as  LAN  “A“,  and 
Madison  as  LAN  “B”.  Hi  thin  LAN  "A",  M9XYZ  maintains  a 
M0LRI  BBS  on  145.010,  Likewise,  M9ABC  maintains  a  BBS 
in  the  Madison  area  on  145.010.  Also  located  in  the 
Milwaukee  area  is  K9ZYX  who  wishes  to  forward  a  message 
to  his  friend  K9CBA  in  the  Madison  LAN,  Now,  it  is 
possible  for  I49ZYX  to  hit  the  Madison  LAN  BBS  direct, 
but  at  what  expense  in  congestion?  Under  this  plan,  he 
would  leave  his  message  on  the  Milwaukee  LAN  BBS  to  be 
auto-forwarded  to  the  Madison  LAN  BBS.  Once  the  message 
has  been  put  on  the  Milwaukee  BBS,  M92YSS  returns  to  his 
LAN’s  frequency,... say  145.030  for  regular  local,  real  - 
time  communication  with  other  stations  within  the  LAN, 
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If,  however,  he  wishes  to  contact  stations  outside  his 
LAN,  he  would  do  so  on  145,010,  using  whatever  path  and 
digipeaters  necessary  to  sake  the  connection.  In  other 
words,  real-time  conversation  between  stations  in  dif¬ 
ferent  LANs  would  take  place  just  as  they  do  today,  on 
145,010,  with  all  the  congestion  and  problems  we  cur¬ 
rently  experience,... the  difference  being  that  ail 
local,  real-tiae  cossuni cations  will  be  on  a  frequency 
other  than  145.010  MHz. 

One  sain  ingredient  in  this  proposal  is  that  BBSs 
KILL  NOT  auto-forward  as  frequently  as  they  do  now. 
Auto-forwarding  should  be  done  only  between  the  hours 
of  0100  and  0400  daily  fiscal  time  -  ed.l.  This  will 
cut  down  on  unnecessary  congestion.  BBS  sysops  will 
also  be  requested  to  forward  info  of  general  interest 
to  all  other  cellular  BBSs  in  the  state.  This  will  be  a 
start  toward  eliminating  much  of  the  multi -hop  connects 
made  by  many  operators  for  the  sole  purpose  of  checking 
to  see  if  there  are  any  messages  or  files  of  interest 
that  say  not  be  on  his  or  her  local  BBS.  Naturally,  not 
everything  will  be  everywhere,  but  its  a  start. 

There  are  » any  more  items  to  be  taken  into  considera¬ 
tion  in  dealing  with  LiHF  linking,  particularly  high¬ 
speed  linking,  and  that  will  not  be  addressed  in  this 
proposal.  It  is  our  recommendation  that  a  technical 
committee  be  formed  to  work  closely  with  CAPRA  and 
PRJSH,  as  well  as  organizations  from  Minnesota  and 
Iowa.  Only  thru  dose  coordination  and  cooperation 
between  cells  within  the  state  and  operators  and 
organizations  from  other  neighboring  states  will  this 
proposal  work.  This  type  of  bandplan  is  currently  in 
place  in  a  number  of  areas  around  the  country,  and  has 
proven  to  be  workable.  Nith  proper  implementation,  it 
can  also  be  successful  in  Wisconsin."

HEATH  DISCONTINUES  DISTRIBUTION  OF  WAS8EB  CODE 
fro®  ARRL  GATEWAY 

In  a  recent  issue  of  Gateway,  we  reported  that  the 
Heath  company  was  giving  away,  free  of  charge,  copies 
of  the  NA8DEB  INC  code  to  any  of  their  HD-4040 
customers  for  sisplv  sending  Heath  the  original 
invoice  as  proof  of  purchase.  However,  a  recent  series 
of  events  has  left  Heath  unable  to  continue  this 
practice,  and  the  project  has  been  abandoned. 

According  to  Mr  Nayne  Nilson,  the  Product  Line  Manager 
for  Amateur  Radio  Products  at  Heath,  the  project  was 
discontinued  after  learning  that  Ron  Raikes,  MASBED, 
author  of  the  well  known  "DEB"  code  was  requesting  a 
royalty  payment  for  each  copy  of  the  code  distributed. 
Apparently,  Heath  was  not  able  to  reach  Mr  Raikes  in 
time  to  receive  his  consent  to  distribute  the  code 
before  the  latest  Heath  catalogue  went  to  press. 
According  to  Mr  Nilson,  Heath  was  under  the 
understanding  that  the  software,  while  copyrighted, 
had  been  placed  in  the  public  domain  by  Hr  Raikes. 
“Me  had  apparently  misinterpreted  his  iHASDEBi  intent 
to  give  away  the  software.  Our  intent  was  to  help  Mr. 
Rakies  distribute  it. * 

Ron  Raikes,  NABBED,  also  spoke  to  Gateway  regarding  the 
matter.  According  to  Mr.  Raikes,  owner  of  Software 
2000  in  Ddowney  CA,  a  company  that  writes  network 
operating  systems,  the  code  was  meant  to  be  dis¬ 
tributed  free  of  charge  for  “nonprofit,  noncommercial, 
Amateur  use."  Mr  Raikes  felt  that  the  Heath  venture 
did  not  fit  the  bill  of  a  nonprofit  organization  even 
though  Heath  was  not  charging  its  customers  for  the 
software. 

Accordingly,  Heath  will  pay  Hr  Raikes  an  undisclosed 
amount  of  cash  for  copies  of  the  software  distributed 
thus  far.

For  the  pre-launch  phase,  JAHSAT  President  Harry 
Vcneda,  JftlA-NS,  will  compile  pre-launch  advisories  froa 
inforaation  available  froa  JARL  and  NASDA,  the  Japanese 
launch  authority-  These  advisories  will  he  TELEXed  to 
Ralph  Kail  it,  BORPK,  AHSAT  Vice  President  of 
Operations.  Ralph  will  then  refile  the  reports  to 
various  AHSAT  aedia  such  as  AHSAT's  electronic  sail 
system  called  Teleaail  and  to  various  dial-in  and 
packet  radio  bulletin  boards, 

WEEKLY  ADVISORIES  will  be  sent  by  JA1ANS  on  Fridays 
!0.S.  time)  starting  04  July  and  continuing  through  25 
July,  They  will  be  transferred  to  Telesail  for 
inclusion  in  the  AHSAT  News  Service  weekly  releases.
